Subject: - Initiation of Sunset Review regarding Anti-dumping duty 
imposed on Graphite Electrodes imports from USA, Austria, France, 
Germany, Italy, Spain, China P R and Belgium. 


No. 28 / 1 / 2001 -dgad. The Designated Authority having regard to the 
Customs Tariff Act, 1975 as amended in 1995 and the Customs Tariff 
(Identification, Assessment and Collection of Duty or Additional Duty on 
Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995 thereof 
recommended imposition of provisional Anti-Dumping duty on imports of 
Graphite Electrodes from USA, Austria, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, China 
P R and Belgium falling under Chapter 85 of the Customs Tariff Act 1975 vide 
Gazette Notification No. ADD/IW/43 dated 9 th June 1997 and definitive Anti¬ 
dumping duty vide Gazette Notification No. ADD/IW/43 dated 27 th March 
1998. The Government of India imposed provisional Anti Dumping Duty vide 
Notification No. 77/97-Cus dated 21.10.1997 which was confirmed by 
Notification No. 20/98-Cus dated 5.5.1998. 
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2. Product Under Consideration 

The products covered under the scope of present investigation are Graphite 
Electrodes of the following types: - 

Ultra High power grade Graphite Electrodes (referred to as UHP Electrodes) 

Normal power grade Graphite Electrodes, including its variation, High Power 
Grade (referred to as NPG Electrodes) 

The production process for manufacture of UHP Electrodes requires calcined 
petroleum coke (neddle structure, popularly known as needle coke), coal tar 
pitch and petroleum pitch as primary raw materials. The process involves 
forming, baking, impregnating, rebaking, graphitising and machining. In the 
process of manufacture of NPG regular grade Electrodes, calcined petroleum 
coke is used alongwith other raw materials and the process involved is the 
same as of UHP Electrodes except pitch impregnation and rebaking. It is 
also observed that calcined petroleum coke of regular grade is also used to 
manufacture High Power (HP) Electrodes by undertaking additional pitch 
impregnation to the normal process of manufacturing NPG. This additional 
process imparts certain enhanced/improved properties like current carrying 
capacity to the NPG Electrodes. 

In view of the above, all Graphite Electrodes including UHP, NPG alongwith 
its variations like high power grade are covered by the scope of the present 
investigation. 

Graphite Electrodes act as conductors of electricity in furnace and generate 
sufficient heat to melt scrap metal or other material used to produce steel or 
other materials. Heat is generated by Graphite Electrodes as electricity at 
very high amperes passes through it and creates an electric arc between the 
Electrodes and the raw-material. The Electrodes are generally consumed in 
the course of the production. The size of an Electrode required will depend 
upon the size of the furnace, its electric transformer and plant productivity of 
the furnace. The size typically varies from 75 mm to 750 mm in diameter, 2 
feet to 9 feet in length and weighs between 20 pounds to 4800 pounds. The 
rate of consumption of Electrode depends upon the efficiency and productivity 
of the furnace. 

Graphite Electrode is classified under chapter 85 of Schedule 1 of the 
Customs Tariff Act, 1975. The classification is, however, indicative only and 
is in no way binding on the scope of the present investigation and on the item 
liable to duty. 

The description of the product under consideration continues to be the same 
as in the earlier findings.

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3. Initiation 

The Designated Authority considers that the review of the Anti Dumping Duty 
recommended would be appropriate at this stage under the provision of 
Section 9A (5) of Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act 1995. Indian Graphite 
manufacturers Association has submitted a representation for continuance of 
Anti Dumping Duty on Graphite Electrodes originating in or exported from 
USA, Austria, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, China P R and Belgium for a 
further period of 5 years, inter-alia, stating that cessation of the duty is likely 
to lead to continuation or recurrence of dumping and injury. 

4. Procedure 

Having decided to review the anti-dumping duties imposed on the basis of 
recommendations made vide notification ADD/1 W/ 43 dated 27 th March 1998, 
the Authority hereby initiates investigations to review whether the cessation of 
the duty on imports of Graphite Electrodes originating in or exported from 
USA, Austria, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, China P R and Belgium is likely 
to lead to continuation or recurrence of dumping and injury in accordance with 
the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 and the Customs Tariff 
(Identification, Assessment & Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on Dumped 
Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995. 

5. The review covers all aspects of Notification No. ADD/IW/43 dated 27 th 
March 1998. 

6. The period of investigation for the purpose of the present review is 1 st 

April 2001 to 31 st December 2001. 


7. Submission of Information: The governments of the exporting countries 
through their embassies in India, exporters in subject countries, the importers 
and users in India known to be concerned and the domestic industry are 
being addressed separately to submit relevant information in the form and 
manner prescribed and to make their views known to the-

Any other interested party may also make its submissions relevant to the 
investigation in the prescribed form and manner within the time limit set out 
below. 
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8. Time Limit 

Any information relating to the present review and any request for hearing 
should be sent in writing so as to reach the Authority at the address 
mentioned above not later than forty days from the date of publication of this 
initiation of the review investigation. If no information is received within the 
prescribed time limit or the information received is incomplete, the Designated 
Authority may record its findings on the basis of the facts available on record 
in accordance with the Rules supra. 

9- Inspection of Public File: 

In terms of Rules 6(7), any interested party, participating in the investigation, 
may inspect the public file containing non-confidential version of the evidence 
submitted by other interested parties. 

10. In case where an interested party refuses access to, or otherwise does not 
provide necessary information within a reasonable period, or significantly 
impedes the investigation, the Authority may record its findings on the basis 
of the facts available to it and make such recommendations to the Central 
Government as deemed fit.
